Mary Heizen 
is one of the 1,500 women employed 
at the Tung-Sol Works, and is vice- 
president of Local 433, United Elec- 
trical and Radio Machine Workers, 


‘Tord which initiated the meeting. 
About 300 men are also employed at 
this plant. 

This was the first of a series of 
noontime Second Front rallies to 
be held in UE organized shops 
throughout the country, union 
spokesmen said. 


THREE AND FOUR DEEP 


The workers—a few Negro women 
among them—streamed out of the 
plant at 12 o’clock for their 45- 
minute lunch period and lined up 
three and four deep along the east 
wall of the factory, at 370 Orange 
St. Across the street was the loud- 
speaker truck, and many of the 


workers gathered around it as Ed- 
ward Powell, wireman in the plant 
and treasurer of Local 433, opened 
the meeting with the words, “We 
want this war to be as short as pos- 
sible—not a ten-year war.” 

He was looking down at big 
placards held by some of the work- 
ers, On which was printed, “Open 
That Second Front NOW!”

INWOOD, L. I., July 29.—Italian fascists are conducting 
a systematic reign of terror against anti-fascist residents of 
this community of 8,000—a campaign only slightly abated 
since the local police began an investigation. 


News of the critical situation here, involving the beating 
of one Italian anti-fascist and threats 


to many others, has been suppressed 
up to now because of fear inspired 
| Exclusive by the fascists’ threats. 

The story began to 
come to light last month when an 
Italian furrier and anti-fascist was 
beaten because he protested against 
a blatant pro-fascist speech made 
on a street corner, 

The fascist speaker, one Marino 
La Roco of Inwood Park, was quoted 
by those who heard him as saying: 
“Mussolini will beat the devil out 
of the United States and will come 
over here.” 


ANTI-FASCIST SLUGGED 


Among those who protested 
against the speech was Paul Sim- 
oneschi. A few nights later Louis 
Peppe of Inwood and Angelo Mas- 
tronardi of Flushing came to Sim- 
oneschi's daughters home where he 
was visiting and called him out to 
their automobile. Under the pre- 
text that they wanted to talk to 
Simoneschi, they asked him to get 
in the car and “drive around the 
block“ with them. 

Suddenly, Simoneschi was slugged 
by one of the men and gagged by 
the other. He was being dumped 
out of the car when he regained 
consciousness. He had a gash in 


the eye and was bruised internally. 

On July 19 Peppe and Mastron- 
ardi were arraigned in First Dis- 
trict Court at Lawrence, L. L, 
charged with the assault on Sim- 
oneschi. Mastronardi pleaded guilty 
and was fined $25. Pepe pleaded 
not guilty and his case was set for 
trial on Aug. 5.

FASCIST TERROR 


The Italian fascist newspaper 
“La Stirpa” was openly circulated. 
Before Pearl Harbor sudden parades 
by fascists in black-shirt uniforms 
were not infrequent. Fascist litera- 
ture of all kinds circulated from 
house to house. There were classes 
designed to inculcate fascism in 
Italian-American children in the 


neighborhood. 


Because of threatened violence it 
is impossible to name the anti- 
fascists who testified to the open 
fascist activity here. But here is 
some of the important information 
they gave: 


Fascist activity in Inwood is di- 
‘rected by four individuals. They 
are Pasquale Alfano, Paul Balzaon 
and Batiste Cesari, all of Inwood, 
end one Franco Vetari, address 
unknown, They call their organi- 
zation “The Inwood Facisti.”

42 DAYS SOLITARY 


A Polish woman speaking to a 
Jewess received 42 days in solitary 
confinement. A roll call twice daily 
means the prisoners stand for 
hours. 

Ravensbruck, a women’s preven- 
tive detention camp, consists of 
six buildings arranged alone a 
street, each pair of buildings form- 
ing a small closed in yard. The 
buildings hold from 190 to 200 
prisoners each. They have a wash- 
room, twenty basins alongside of 
footbaths in the middle. Beds are 
arranged in three tiers, but when 
overcrowded mats are laid on the 
floor. 

Prisoners are allowed to keep 
only their own boots, shoes, hair- 
brush, comb, and handkerchiefs. 
Baths are given once a week— 
three persons are put under one 
shower, No real medical treatment 
is given. Those seriously ill stand 
for hours in the queue to see the 
doctor who makes a cursory exam- 
ination and prescribes no treat- 
ment. People are considered ill only 
when they drop. 

In summer and late autumn 
prisoners go barefoot on streets 
springled with gravel. Many with 
festering and bruised soles must 
still walk barefoot. 

On arrival prisoners are lined up 
before the administration building 
and wait for severa] hours. They 
are photographed from three sides 
and details of age, etc., are taken. 
They then proceed to a second 
room where they must strip and 
hand over all persona] belonging 
excepting their shces. They are 
forced to wait naked until their 
time comes to go to the bahhouse.

Both these references were seen 
as pointing directly at Congress- 
man Fish who recently has reit- 
erated that his vote against the 
fortifying of Guam and against 
extension of the.draft were cor- 
rect, and coincided with the wishes 
of his constituents. 

While sources involved in the 
campaign to defeat Ham Fish for 
reelection applauded Haskells at- 
tack upon “isolation-minded” Con- 
gressmen, they indicated that the 
term did not accurately describe 
Fish, 

Fish, they claim, was very much 
of an “interventionist”—on the side 
of Hitler and the Axis. They cite 
the fact that he conferred with 
Ribbentrop in 1939, on his trip to 
Germany, and then called the Nazi 
demands on Poland “just.” 

They refer to a speech he made 
at an America First rally on 
Aug. 20, 1941, in which he told his 
audience that if Nazi Germany 
won, “her wage scale and buying 
power will go up and she will buy 
more of our products,” while if she 
lost, the reverse would be the case. 

These sources also cite Fish's 
Congress speech two days before 
Pearl Harbor, in which he argued 
for a free hand for Nazi impe- 
rialism on the grounds that Ger- 
many was a bulwark against Com- 
munism. This argument has always 
been Hitler’s chief-stock-in-trade 
in demoralizing his intended victims. 


TIEUP TO VIERECK 
Above all, they cite Fish's con- 
nections with the Nazi propaganda 
machine, operating through George 
Sylvester Viereck out of the Con- 


gressman's office. They emphasize 


that this was not only a pre-Pearl 
Harbor connection, as Fish's friends 
have insisted. It was two months 
after Pearl Harbor that Viereck's 
trial as an enemy propagandist took 
place, in which Fish attempted to 
cover up Vierecks activities on be- 
half of the enemy. 

These things prove, Fish’s op- 
ponents say, that under cover of 
the term “isolationist” he is trying 
to obscure the fact that he has 
been an active promoter of the 
cause of Nazi Germany in the 
United States. 

Fish has two leading opponents 
in the Republican primaries for the 
job of Congressman, Augustus Ben- 
nett of Newburgh, and Assembly- 
man Emerson D. Fite of Pough- 
keepsie. Leading Democratic con- 
tender is Ferdinand Hoyt of Beacon, 
who is unopposed as the American 
Labor Party choice, as well.

Something New Added to 
Arkansas~-And It’s Good 


Something new has been added to the great poll tax state of Arkansas. * that 
something is decidedly good —for the country and for the war effort. 

It appears that for the first time in Arkansas’ history, a number of Negro W 
voted in Federal elections. A much greater number of Negroes, along with thousands of 
poverty-stricken whites, did nes ot vote. That's decidedly bad—bad for the country and fer 


the war effort. 

But the good and the bad do not 
cancel each other. Those Negroes 
who did vote, small as was their 
number, engineered an opening 
wedge into the “white (supremacy) 
primary,” which can be widened— 
and will be widened — until the 
Constitution becomes a living thing 


in all the deep South, and for all 


the people black and white. 


DEFIED KKK 


These Negro voters undoubtedly 
defied the thick atmosphere of poll 
taxism and Ku Kluxism, in order 
to participate politically in their 
country’s war effort. The Ku Klux 
Klan apparently did not show up 
in their lily-white robes. But one 
may be sure that their poisonous 
Nazism was virulent in the com- 
munities. It cannot be forgotten 
that in 1939 in Miami, Florida, 
these ghost-like demons held few 
terrors for Negro citizens deter- 
mined. to exercise their Constitu- 
tional right to the ballot. 

Contributing to this partial, but 
highly significant gain for Negro 
rights, is the spirit of equality 
growing out of the patriotic war 
we are fighting and specifically out 
of the increasing campaign for the 
abolition of the poll tax. If agita- 
tion against the poll tax can play 
such a vital role, then, indeed, 
what could be accomplished by 


wiping out this damnable relic al- 


together! 
To a much greater extent than 
ever before, white workers, share- 


are learning that common cause 
must be made with the disfranchised 
Negro, if democracy is to breathe 
freely in the South ‘and if the war 
is to be won. A few weeks ago“ a 
group of white members of the 
Democratic Party in South Caro- 
lina, adopted a resolution urging 
that Negroes be permitted to vote 
in the Democratic primary. More- 
over, if the Ku Klux Klan had not 
felt that there was strong support 
among the white masses for the 
Negro’s right to vote in Arkansas, 
it would have tried to make a 
“bloody race war of the primaries 
in Arkansas.

But while these new things are

UITE welcome was the radio address of 
the British Air Marshal Sir Arthur T. 


Harris that “we will scourge the Third Reich 
from end to end“ with air bombings. Taken 


together with the Allied pounding of Ham- 


burg, this pledge is of tremendous impor- 
- tance in raining destruction upon Hitler’s 
main base. The supreme need is for the reali- 
nation of Harris’ promise now, without end 


and without stint. 
But it is clear that such commentators as 


: the World-Telegram’s Thomas L. Stokes will 


try to use Harris’ pledge to bolster the ut- 
terly untenable and dangerous argument that 
air bombings alone are sufficient for a second 
front against Hitler. 

To be decisive, air attacks must be the

full scale land invasion of the continent. 
Then, Anglo-American air superiority over 
the Nazis in Western Europe, will serve as

While Hitler is advancing in the Caucasus, 
inching closer to New York and London, now 
is the time to bring full Anglo-American 
force against his exposed rear. Only yester- 
day Soviet dispatches revealed that Hitler 
has had to bring eleven of his divisions from 
Western Europe for use in the Caucasus.

A PROJECT is now being dis- 

cussed by the Board of Econ- 
omic Warfare, the State Demart- 
ment and other government agen- 
cies to send idle machinery to Latin, 
America. The project touches upon 


one of the most important problems 


of inter-American relations—the in- 
dustrialization of Latin America. 


According to available informa- 
tion, it is planned that a govern- 
ment agency, such as the Recon- 
struction Finance Corp., purchase 
the machinery now idle in non-war 
industry, such as textiles, house- 
wares and equipment for manufac- 


‘turing various non-war products. 


This machinery is then to be used 
in establishing similar types of in- 
dustry in a number of Latin Amer- 
ican countries. No information is 
yet available as to how the new 
industry is to be financed, whether 
through governments, private in- 


terests or a combination of both. 


Obviously such a project will pro- 
vide some mutual and ‘immediate 
benefits. It should help Latin Amer- 
ican countries overcome, severe 
shortages of consumers’ goods cre- 
ated by lack of shipping. To a cer- 


_ tain degree the expansion of exist- 
ing industry and the creation of 


new plant will contribute to hasten- 
ing the process of industrialization.

B. it must be pointed out, the 

project fails to meet the most 
pressing and immediate need of 
Latin America. What these coun- 
tries now need most is precisely the 
type of industry which is excluded 
from the plan.. They must have 
armament manufacture, even if only 
small-scale to begin with and even 
if in some countries it is limited to 
the making of small arms and mu- 


nitions. All the raw materials nec-

essary for such industry are avail- 
able in a number of the most im- 
portant countries. That it is imme- 
diately possible to undertake expan- 
sion of the iron and steel industry 
even on a big scale is shown by the 
large Brazilian steel project which 
our Government is helping finance 
and build. 

Helping Latin America create 
such industry is necessary also 
from the viewpoint of our own im- 
mediate national needs. We are 
necessarily concentrating our war 
materials and our armed forces 
upon the decisive front of the war, 
upon Hitler in Europe. At the same 
time, we are supplying men and ma- 
terials to other important battle- 
fields, in the Far East, the Pacific 
and the Middle East. We also have 
the obligation to help our Amer- 
ican neighbors arm themselves and 
build their own national armed 
forces. This requires that we sup- 

* ply them under our Lend-Lease sys- 
tem with at least minimum arma- 
ments which are essential to their 
own defense. 

However, we can best fulfil our 
own national tasks and obligations, 
and at the same time strengthen 
Hemisphere unity, if we help pur 
Latin American allies construct 
their own war economy from which 
to arm their national forces. This, 
of course, cannot be done overnight 
for all countries at once. But we 
can .at least make.an important 
start, as we have with Brazil and 
to some degree in Mexico, partic- 
ularly in such important strategic 
countries as Chile, Colombia, Vene- 
zuela, Cuba. 


* 
Not only immediate mutual bene- 
fits are to be derived from our 
helping establish war industries. It 
so happens that precisely that in-

dustry which can turn out war ma- 
terials is the most important from 
the viewpoint of developing the na- 
tional economy. This is vital-to na- 
tional sovereignty and to the fur- 
ther national development of the 
Latin American countries. Interest 
in building an independent national 
economy is shared by all the for- 
ward-looking classes in the South- 
ern republics: the capitalists, the 
industrially - minded commercial 


classes, the workers, and the peas- 


ants, whose liberation from the 
plantation system will necessarily 
be hastened by industrilization. 

Our policy, therefore, if it is to 
continue to develop in a progressive, 
in an anti - imperialist direction, 
must be to further industrialization 
in Latin America under the direc- 
tion of their own national interests, 
without control by our big financial 
and capitalist groups. 

In this connection, it should be 
noted with uneasiness that among 
the requirements which are being 


placed in the current discussion of: 


the new hinery g project 
are two which can be extremely 
detrimental to inter-American rela- 
tions. It is proposed that machinery 
will be provided only if the indus- 
try to be established will not be 
“detrimental” to the U. S. economy 
and if the industry will fit “natural- 
ly” into the Latin American eco- 
nomy. 

What is behind this can readily be 
seen: not to establish any indus- 
try which will duplicate existing big 
industry in the United States or 
such industry as already exists in 
Latin America under foreign con- 
trol. Such an approach must be 
left behind us, where it belongs, 
if we are to win the full confidence 
of the Latin American peoples. 


Firn COLUMN thinking is ris- 

ing in certain sections of the 
American press as thick as chlorine 
gas. It bubbles green and stifling 
all around us, defiling the air of 
an America at war, an America 
which has been in a fight for its 
life for seven months but which 
has not yet sent a single regiment

Fo example, a Mr. Allan A, 
Michie has written a book in 
which he blandly asserts that our 
only hope of defeating Hitler is 
to retreat all the time before his 
attacks. He calls the book “Re- 

treat to Victory.” 

One doesn’t know whether this 
is an obscene joke or what it is. 
Yet it is studiously analyzed in 
the press. The New York Post book 
reviewer, without batting an eye, 
declares: “He is afraid we might 
stop retreating and lose the war.” 

According to this leering lunacy, 
Hitler’s conquest of Europe, his ad- 
vances in Asia, and in the Soviet 


Union are all blessings. All we 


need now to clinch Hitler’s doom 
is to trick him into conquering 
Britain and invading the United 
States, aided by Fifth Column up- 
risings throughout Latin America.

What Worth ing Up? 

“What are we waiting for?” asks the Evening 
Union, daily newspaper of Springfield, Mass., in an 
editorial on the Second Front. The expression of 
impatience at the slowness of British-American ac- 


tion on the continent of Europe appeared in the 


paper of July 25 and was entitled “In Mind.” It 
follows: 


Sir Stafford Cripps, discussing the possibility of 
the establishment of a Second Front in Europe says: 
“The British government has some operation of this 
Sort, in mind.” A day or so ago we were told, in a 
roundabout way, that a Second Front was “a possi- 
bility,” if conditions in Russia got much worse. 


Meanwhile, the Russians are battling the all but 
resistless Nazi hordes. Hitler’s legions, the best-led, 
best-trained, most thoroughly equipped army the 
world has ever seen, are driving steadily to victory in 
Russia. Russia cannot be kept indefinitely in this 
war unless some help is given to her, and the only 
vital help that can be forthcoming is that Second 


Front. Yet, so far as we know, Great Britain and 


the United States haven’t even begun to think seri- 
ously of establishing such a front. 

Even a child can see that if Russia is beaten the 
position of Great Britain would be desperate. Hitler 
might then invade and subdue the British Isles. If 
he did that, the United States would be left alone 
in the world with the Japanese attacking her on the 
Pacific side, and Hitler attacking from the Atlantic 
side—possibly taking over in Canada first and then 
sending millions of soldiers down into New England. 


There are millions of soldiers, thoroughly pre- 
pared, thoroughly equipped, thoroughly armed and 
hardened, now in Great Britain. Some estimate the 
number at 5,000,000, some at 3,500,000. We have sol- 
diers of our own in Northern Ireland—hundreds of 
thousands of them according to some accounts. At 
any rate, between the British and ourselves we have 
enough tough, well-armed men, plus airplanes, to 
form the spearhead of that invasion of Continental 
Europe which must begin before we can even start to 
think of victory. And, if it isn’t begun, Russia may 
collapse, and with her the democratic cause for which 
we fight may go down, also. 

What are we waiting for? ‘That is what many 
millions of American and British men and women 
want to know.
